An AsvLUM, or SanQuary for 
female Virtue, has fo much of Humanity in the 
Purpoſe, and Probability 1 in the Execution, that 
it may well be Matter of Aſtoniſnment, not to 
Tee it ſtand the foremoſt in Succeſs, among thoſe 
numerous Inſtitutions of Charity, which adorn 
and dignify this Kingdom. The Objects of it's 
Protection are fo very unexceptionable, from 
their Sex, their Youth, - their Innecence, and 
their Indigenee; the Circumſtances of their 
Diſtreſs are ſo eculiarly aggravated, from their 
being gendlel and deſerted Orphans, bereft 
even of both their Parents; and he Preſervation 
of them is of ſuch manifeſt Utility, to the Pub- 
lie, (from the domeſtic Uſes to which they are 
trained;) as well as of ſuch infinite Conſequence 
to themſelves, with Reſpe& both to their pre- 
ſent Peace, and future Happineſs, that, one 
would think, Compaſſion ſhould kindle at the 
firſt Idea; that it ſhould burn to ſuccour ſuch 
complicated Wretchedneſs, to redreſs ſuch un- 
merited Sufferings, and to promote ſo perma- 
nent, ſo univerſal a Benefit.

Strangers to all 
the Endearments of parental Affection, and all 
the Tranſports of filial Gratitude, they have 
never known the heart-felt Joy, that ſprings 
from the joint Emotions of Love, Reſpect, and 
Reverence to the Authors of their Beings : their 
tender Minds have never been formed by the 
pious Care of a Father, or their Virtue taught 
to flouriſh under the foſtering Hand of a Mother.

And it is a very e Sani bo 
reflect, in how great a Proportion that Number 
muſt have been increaſed, within a few Vears, 
by the dreadful Havock which the Sword of War 
hath occaſioned ; to call to Mind the mary thou - 
ſands of helpleſs Infants that have been made 
Orphans thereby, and reduced in one unhappy 
Moment to a State of as utter Deſerfion and 
: Deſpair, as if they had been ſent into the World, 
without the leaſt Alliance or Affinity to any 
Creature in it. Permit me only to Weick the 
Outlines of a Picture of Diſtreſs of this Sort, 
which was lately exhibited (and not without 
Effect) at a Board of the Charity I am recom- 
mending. Conceive the Father of an indigent 
Family, diſregarding the Calls of Intereſt, de- 
ſpiſing the Suggeſtions of Fear, and even fifling 
the Atfedtions of Nature, to purſue his Country's 
Glory, in a Clime, inhoſpitable in itſelf, but 
made much more ſo, by being in the Pofleſſion 
of an enraged and mercileſs Enemy. View the 
faithful Partner of his Fortunes, forgetting tlie

And then 
paint to your Imagination the inexpreſſible Miſe- 
ries to which their Children, thus forſaken, in a 
ſtrange and hoſtile Land, muſt be expoſed. What 
Succour can be expected from the Hand of En- 
mity, and who ſhall reſtore them to their native 
Country, where they may be ſuppoſed to have 
a natural Claim to Protection? Behold, the 
wretched Widow of another Victim, whoſe own" 
Loſs hath taught her to ſympathize with them 
in their ſeverer Affliction, takes upon her the 
Care of conducting theſe helpleſs Deſtitutes, too 
the Land of their Nativity. But unable to yield 
them any further Affiſtance, ſhe is forced to the 
cruel Neceſſity of abandoning. them in the Streets; 
Objects, it is true, of general Compaſſion; but 
without the leaſt Claim upon, and therefore 
unattended to by, any Individual. Thus muſt 
theſe little Inuocents either have utterly periſned, 
or become a Nuiſance to Society, had not Provis* 
dence directed a moſt judicious and benevolent 
Spirit“ (whoſe Humanity was not leſs active in re- 
lieving the Wants, than his Juſtice in removing 
the Oppreſſions of his Fellow Creatures) to lay 
the Foundation of two of the nobleſt Inſtitutions 
of Charity that have ever ariſen in any Age or 
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Country ; had not the Marine Society been ready to 
thelter the one, and the Aſylum the other, from 
the Storms and Tempeſts with which they were 
on every Side ſurrounded. It is beyond my 
preſent Purpoſe to dwell upon the Excellence or 
Advantages of the former of theſe Eſtabliſhments: 
But, with Reſpect to the latter, I am enabled by 
my own particular Knowledge to aflert, that 
what I have juſt related, is but one among many 
Inſtances of Succour, afforded thereby to deſerted 
Females in the like Situation. And, ſurely, to 
provide for thoſe, upon whoſe Diſtreſs, our Glory 
and Happineſs are built is eſpecially ſeaſonable at 
this Time, as being a very proper Act of Thankſ- 
giving for the Bleſſing of Peace which is, once 
more, reſtored to theſe Kingdoms. I cannot help 
repeating how very inadequate the Means of 
Relief are to the Number of Objects who are 
daily ſoliciting for it; and what a melancholy 
Proſpect we have, from the Circumſtances of the 
late War, of that Number continuing to increaſe. 


Indeed, my Brethren, to be preſent, as is mx 
Lot, at Scenes of ſuch exquiſite Miſery ; to have 
the Ear inceſſantly affaulted with the fruitleſs 
Cries of the Fatherleſs and Stranger; to ſee ſo 
many little Female Deſtitutes imploring that 
Succour, upon which their very Salvation depends, 
and yet which cannot be afforded them, is a 
Trial that Humanity can ſcarce Support.
